Reperts from bankers are 
that many private individuals who have been loaning money on real 
estate mortgages or on chattel loans are looking up the commercia! 
paper offerings and that many are investing on their own account. 

It is likely that this sort of investment, if the present high rate is 

maintained, will receive a great deal of private money during the 

next few months. 

Ten, even five, years ago the possibility of such a thing would have been 
scouted. Long custom, the demands of rapid development and the poverty 
of the farmers and working classes had, by common consent, given the east 
and its financial centers the distinction and the profits of being the creditor 
Section of the nation. 

Few projects of magnitude were undertaken without the consent of Wall 
street and its ramifications, and the remainder of the country had come to 
regard this dependence _as an inevitable result of unchangeable conditions. 

That belief is in process of being proved a fallacy. New York and other 
eastern cities will, of course, retain their financial primacy for some years to 
come. It will diminish as years bring wealth to the farmers, the manufac- 
turers, the lumbermen and the miners of the south and west. 

The south, by reason of its bewildering variety of resources, is destined 
to have a dominant voice in the ultimate declaration of independence.
